Under existing conditions those theatres suf 
fer the least which cultivate a centain genre 
and here the Parisian style proved very success 
ful. So the Residenz-theatre and the Metropol 
theatre for years drew full houses, and these 
with the Royal Opera House, are the only ones 
which interest the visitor from the provinces 
It is not hard to find a reason for this. The 
public wants recreation after the days’ trou 
ble, and it goes to a playhouse where it can 
iaugh and enjoy itself, and the highly educated 
men and women who are heartily interested ip 
the development of the German stage and the 
future of the German drama, mostly bave not 
the means and are not numerous enough to fil 
the theatres.

Raleigh, of the firm of Raleigh and Robert, in 
which the following allegations appear: 

Charles Raleigh, being duly sworn, deposes 
and say3 that he is a member of the firm of 
Releigh & Robert, of the city of Paris, France, 
that said firm is engaged in the business of sell- 
ing moving picture films, and is the agent for 
\arious manufacturers of such film in different 
parts of Europe, and more particularly that said 
firm has at all times herein mentioned been the 
agent of Ambrosio, of Milan, Italy, and has 
at all of said times had the exclusive agency 
of said Ambrosio for the United States of Amer- 
lea. That heretofore, and in or about the month 
of August, 1999, deponent’s said ftirm delivered 
to International Projecting and Producing Com- 
pany, at Chicago, Illineis, a certain film man- 
ufaciured by said Ambrosio, bearing the title 
Nero, or the Burning of Rome, and containing 
on the tithe part the names of said Ambrosio 
and oof dsponent’s said tirm of Raleigh and 
Robert. That the said film was so delivered to 
be used as a sample only and upon an agree 
neeat that the same should not be rented, trans 
ferred, exhibited otherwise than for the taking 
of orders, prior to the release date thereof, 
to wit, November 1, 1909, and that all rights 
thereto by said International Propecting and 
Producing Company were dependent upon a cer 
tain contract for the agency for the United 
States between said company and deponent’s 
said firm. That said contract had, prier to 
September 28, 1909, been fully terminated, and 
that said company since said date has had no 
right to make any use whatsoever of said film 
or to sell, assign, lease or exhibit the same, or 
to do anything therewith, except to return it to 
deponent’s firm and receive back the suni paid 
by it thereon. 

“That under an agreement made and entered 
into between deponent’s firm and the plaiotiff 
herein, on September 28, 1909, the sole agency 
for all films manufactured by said Ambrosio, 
for the United States of America was granted 
te the said plaintiff.’’ 

It appears that under date of October 21, the 
Int-rnational Projecting and Producing Cow 
pany did ship to the Empire Film Company, by 
American Express, the film, Nero in connection 


with other films, and that the same was received 
by the Empire Film Company on October 23 or 
24, and the invoice accompanying the shipment 
was immediately paid. The International Pro 
jecting and Producing Company through iis 
president, Mr. Murdock, does not deny that this 
film was shipped to the Empire Film Company, 
but does deny that he had any official know- 
ledge of the shipment, as he had just returned 
from Enrope. Mr. Murdock further pleads tre- 
mendous pressure of business when asked for a 
Statement in connection with this incident. 
HAD NO MecKINNEY MACHINES. 


Much comment has been created by the fact

Competition is the 
life of business of any sort and is to be encouraged, but these local managers’ 
associations have resulted in much good being accomplished. 
they been active in the dispensation of charity 
but, by working in harmony, they have secured much favorable municipal 
and state legislation, which they would not have been able to accomplish 
had they worked as individuals insteadeof as an association. They have 
been able to stop certain abuses that have long existed; they have regulated 
billposting to an extent, and, by concerted action, have placed themselves in 
a more independent position in every respect Managers have been able to 
secure mutual protection by standing together and waging a war against 
imposition. In every case, where a local association has been formed, it has 
met with success, and if the Toronto managers were to realize the advan- 
tages to be derived, they will forward their own interests by working together 
for their common good, forgetting any personal ill-feeling and 
one for the advancement of their mutual interests.

About 5 o’clock the entre act bells will ring 
and the guests will assemble in the auditorium, 
On the stage will be seated between thirty and 
forty prominent invited guests and the found- 
ers of the theatre, about thirty in all, with 
thelr president, Mr. W. K. Vanderbilt, and Mr. 
J. Pilerpout Morgan, who will be their spokes- | 
man on this occasion.

The formal part of the program will begin

The keys will then be 
transmitted by the architects to Mr. Morgan, 
who, representing the Founders, will speak a 
few words ef acknowledgment.

INTERIOR ARRANGEMENT 
Much that Is novel has been done for the 
comfort of the patrons of the New Theatre. 


Six cost reoms have been built off the main cor- 
ridor, er circulation, making it unnecessary 
for q mam to wait more than a minute before 
tecelving his bat. Barring an enormous crush, 
there will be no standing im line with a draft 
blowing upon one’s back. As the rooms are 
located at intervals along the circulation, the 
patron practically has his wraps handed to him 
as he steps from the auditorium to the street. 
The chairs were made especially for the New 
Theatre, end are of steel frame work, although 
they appear te the eye to be made of mahogany.

TO INCREASE 


Chicago Council Committee Will 
Recommend a Higher Rate 
for All the Theatres 


GOING AFTER SCALPERS 


At the meeting held by the license committee 
of the Chicago city council, Friday, Oct. 29, 
the first matter to be brought up was concerning 
the licensing of theatres charging over seventy 
five cents The present license is $500; this 
was recommended te be raised to $1,000, but, 
after considerable debate, the amount to be 
recommended to the council for action was $600 

Sam Lederer, on the request of the chairman 
of the committee, spoke, comparing the licenses 
with those of other cities, and on the theatre 
as an educational feature of a city. He alse 
mentioned the endowed theatres of Europe. 

When the matter of scalping was brought up. 


Mr. Litt, of McVicker’s Theatre, took the stand 
and stated that his theatre permited no scalp 
ing, and challenged any one to find out if the 


practice existed as far as he was concerned 

Mr. George Wood, of the Colonial theatre, 
also spoke on scalping, and based his argu 
ments for low license on the amount of people 
employed by the theatre, the comparative cost 
of operation, the risk, and the investment. He 
also stated that in the matter of the theatre 
paying the city firemen, it was on record that 
the theatre managers had taken no position 
in the matter, but were content to abide by 
the judgment of the city. 

Mr. Sullivan, of the Studebaker, compared the 
expenses to receipts, and also mentioned the 
fact that, during the engagement of The Candy 
Shop it cost over $7,200 a week to operate. 
He also spoke on the scalpers securing tickets 
through the mail and how, when a scalper has 
not on hand tickets for some particular show, 
he will try to divert the customer to some 
theatre for which he has tickets. 

EXPENSES HAVE INCREASED. 

The argument of how the licenses, four years 
ago, had been materially advanced, but in 
later years the prices of admission had not been 
increased, was set forth by “‘Sport’’ Hermann. 
He further brought to the attention of those 
present the increased cost of printing and help. 
In the course of his remarks he referred to the

PERCY G. WILLIAMS’ NEW BRONX 
THEATRE. 


Monday was a red letter day in the rapidly 
growing borongh of the Bronx. On that date 
the Orpheum Theatre Company of which Mr.

The second floor is de- 
voted to an assembly room, while the third 
floor is devoted to offices. 


The seating capacity is nearly 1,800, divided 
about as follows: orchestra, 700; balcony, 442; 
gallery 494; boxes, 112. The interior decora- 
tions of the new Bronx Theatre may be termed 
a special type. Technically they are called 
French Rennaissanes, but more aptly put it is 
French Rennaissance modernly improved = and 
brought up-to-date. 

No theatre in New York is more handsomely 
decorated, and in no theatre in the country has 
there been keener ingenuity displayed. 

In presenting this theatre to the patrons of 
the Bronx, the Orpheum Company, consisting of 
Mr. Perey Williams. president and manager;

Esterre, treasurer; and Messrs. Joseph, Max 
and Charles Huber, directors, think they have 
performed their greatest teat in theatre build- 
ing. In building the new Bronx Opera House, 
they have left nothing undone that could in 
any way cater to th* comfort of their patrons.
